-Kwangs,. and that Li- In-hon 
bad freed. himself from Luk’s 
latter, » how- 
ever, “asserts that he is 
not & party man at all, and that 
all his efforts have been in the 
direction of maintaining peace in 
Kwangtung. It is said that Luk 
Wing-ting got into disfayour 
with: the, Central Government 
because he was “facing both 
and that in order to 
| secure the confidence of the Pek- 
ling. Government he has resigned 
the position of Military Councillor 
under the “Canton Military Go- 
verment. » The next step, accord- 
ing to our informant, is that the 
Central Government, in view of 
Luk’s assurances, promised him 
that they would allow the officials 
in office before the declaration of 
Kwangtung’s independence to be 
reinstated in their posts. The 
Ching Hok Wui, realising that 
such a development would leave 
them ont’in the. cold,. at- 
tempted to secure influence: 
by sending troops to seize 
Shiu Hing, where Li Iu-hon was 
in command, thinking by this 
display of its influence and power 
to induce the Peking Government 
to treat with then and not with 
Luk Wing-ting. So the Canton 
troops (comprised: of . three 
sections, namely, Kwangsai men, 
a mixed force of Kwangsai and 
Kwangtung. men, and newly- 
enlisted robbers) appeared at 
‘Shiu Hing, but Li Iu-hon end the 
present Civil Governor of 
Canton (Chak Wong), wishing 
tosave the place from destruction, 
ordered the Shiu Hing troops-to 
retire. Then the Canton troops: 
pushed on- as far as Sun Hing 
and the Shiu Hing forces even 
retired as far as Luk Chuk. At 
Sun Hing, the Canton troops ‘are 
said to have ransacked alt the 
pawnshops, arrested several’ of 
the. gentry and demanded 
a sum of $50,000 to. meet 
military: expenses. When. 
Canton «troops reached” Luk 


imerely robbing the people, decid- 
ed: to retire no further,-and a 
battle ensued in which over 400 
of the Canton troops. are statéd'to 
have been killed.
